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AM’s meeting after 
school trust mix-up 


A PLAID Cymru 
AM has been invit¬ 
ed to meet the 
headteacher of 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive to 
discuss the future 
of a trust that gives 
grants to pupils and 
former pupils of the 
school. 

Leanne Wood AM 
had written to the 
Charity Commission 
following an advertise¬ 


ment relating to the Sir 
Thomas Mansel 

Franklen Trust pub¬ 
lished in the Cowbridge 
GEM (February 17). 

The trust has been in 
existence for some time, 
but the amount of cash it 
administers increased 
when the Old Grammar 
School building was 
sold to the developer 
Centregreat, which then 
converted the building 
into luxury flats. 

The same trust is like¬ 
ly to receive the pro-

ceeds of the now vacant 
lower school site in the 
town, now that the com¬ 
prehensive school has 
moved to a single site on 
Aberthin Road. 

The wording of the 
advert in The GEM con¬ 
cerned the AM, who 
feared that it was chang¬ 
ing the terms of the trust 
so that it would no 
longer give grants to 


pupils and former 
pupils. 

However, just as The 
GEM was going to 
press, the Charity 
Commission acknowl¬ 
edged that it had left out 
one phrase in changing a 
clause in the trust’s 
scheme, and that the 
ability to give grants 
would remain. 

A spokesman for 
Leanne Wood said that 
the AM would still 
attend the meeting, 
because she still had 


concerns about the 
amount of money given 
out in grants. 

She wrote: “Details 
provided to me by the 
governing body show 
that less than £10,000 
has been paid out to stu¬ 
dents over a seven-year 
period.” 

She said that many 
students were facing 
financial hardship and 
she felt that the trust 
should give out more.

W HILE it was 
sad to read 
last week in 
The GEM about

‘SANCTION’ ON JOBSEEKER 
In last week’s Barry GEM, a local man, 
Mr James Brigham, said he was ‘desti¬ 
tute’ after being disqualified from jobseek¬ 
er’s allowance due to a ‘sanction’. 

The story generated quite a response from 
GEM readers as you can see from 
the letters below. 


‘Do more for 
your benefits’ 


R eading a 

GEM report 
last week, I 
was infuriated by 
the young man’s 
lack of effort whilst 
expecting to still 
receive his benefits. 

After losing my job, 
and being on benefits for 
almost a year in 2009,1 
understand how hard it is 
to find a job, but he is 
not meeting the mini¬ 
mum efforts in order to 
say he is actively seek¬ 
ing a job! 

Applying for only two 
main jobs and having a 
wander around Cardiff to 
find jobs is nowhere near 
enough! 

When I was claiming, 

I had to provide proof 
that I had applied for at 
least five jobs each 
week, look at three dif¬ 
ferent websites and in at 
least two newspapers a 
week, and I, like many 
others I know, by far 
outdid this just from des¬ 
peration of needing a 
job. It is also the agree¬ 
ment that you sign when 
you sign on to receive 
benefits. 

His excuse for not 
having a permanent 
address is not accept¬ 
able. He can collect his 
post from his mother’s, 
so he should use her 


address for correspon¬ 
dence until he has found 
his own. It’s what the 
rest of us had to do. 

It is fair to say that the 
Job Centre system does 
not pass out ‘sanctions’ 
on a whim, only when it 
is evident you are not 
meeting the minimum 
criteria - and even then, 
you do receive verbal 
warnings beforehand that 
you are not looking 
enough. 

I agree with the sys¬ 
tem that he does not 
seem to be doing 
enough, especially with 
it being so hard to get a 
job at this time. 

I believe this story 
you have printed will 
only pose damage to the 
system, as it criticises 
the protocol sent in place 
to ensure you do enough 
to help yourself; there¬ 
fore more people will 
think they can do less for 
their money and it will 
take longer for people 
such as Mr Brigham, to 
find a job, thus adding to 
the stress that they feel 
as well as the system. 

So, in short, he should 
meet his minimum 
requirement agreement 
to claim and even sur¬ 
pass it, and then he 
shouldn’t have a prob¬ 
lem.

According to infor¬ 
mation obtained by 
Leanne Wood the fol¬ 
lowing grants have 
been made by the Trust: 
2003/04 -four, totalling 
£800; 200/05 - seven, 
totalling £1,400; 2005- 
06 - seven, totalling 
£2,391; 2006/07 - nine, 
totalling £1,850; 
2007/08 - two, totalling 
£400; 2008/09 - 12, 
totalling £1,850; and in 
2009/10 - three, 

totalling £475. 

The application 
sought to change Clause 
12 of the current 1983 
scheme, which says: 

The Managing 
Trustees shall apply the 
clear income of the said 
charity in one or both 
of the allowing ways: 

Clause (1) in provid¬ 
ing for the said school 
special benefits of any 
kind not normally pro¬ 
vided by the local edu¬ 
cation authority. 

Clause (2) in promot¬ 
ing the education, 
including social and 
physical training of per¬ 
sons who are or were 
pupils at the said school 
and who are in need of 
financial assistance. 

The new application 
used the wording: 


Clause 12 (1) of the 
1983 scheme to be 
replaced with: In pro¬ 
viding for Cowbridge 
Comprehensive special 
benefits of any kind not 
normally provided by 
the local education 
authority. 

Clause 12 (2) of the 
1983 scheme to be 
replaced with: In pro¬ 
moting the education, 
including social and 
physical training, of 
persons who are or 
were pupils of 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive School 
or were pupils of any 
school provided under 
clause 4 of the 1983 
scheme prior to the date 
of this scheme. 

It was the removal of 
the phrase ‘and who are 
in need of financial 
assistance" that the 
Charity Commission 
has now admitted was 
an error. 

The chairman of the 
Sir Thomas Mansel 
Franklen Trust, Mr 
Michael Clay, told The 
GEM that the trustees 
had decided to invite 
Ms Wood to a meeting 
with the school’s head¬ 
teacher, Mrs Margaret 
Evans, to discuss her 
concerns.

PUPILS REACH OUT TO HELP AFRICAN 
STUDENTS TO A BETTER SCHOOL LIFE 


IT’S been a busy time at Ysgol 
lolo Morganwg in Fairtrade 
week, as we started fundrais¬ 
ing events for our friends in 
Endonyiosidai Maasai School 
in Kenya. 

Over the past year we have learnt a 
lot about life in Kenya and life at the 
school, and we know that most of the 
school support Liverpool or Man 
Utd! 

We decided that we want to build a 
wind and solar generator at the school 
so that they can cook a hot meal, use a 
computer and have lights in the 
school, and we will hold a video 
Skype call as soon as we can! 

We know that sounds quite basic, 
but at the moment they have none of 
these things. We think that if we can 
get electricity at the school then they 
may be able to have a better school 
life. 

Lots of the children want to be 
nurses, pilots, businessmen or athletes 
which is very similar to us. First of all 
thanks to Mrs. Lon Owen came who 
came in to help us make Welsh cakes, 
which we sold at the Fairtrade coffee 
morning on Friday. 

Many people came to drink coffee 
and listen to the harps and the choir, 
as you can see from the photos we 
took, and thanks to Mrs Lisa Roberts 
who made 200 fantastic cakes to sell 
in the afternoon. 

The Moses Project charity has been 
set up to help us and they launched a 
200 Club, where people can join and 
pay £2 a month or £24 a year. 

Some of the money goes to our 
energy project and some goes back as 
prizes to the members every month. 

Thank you to everyone who joined 
up this week. If you have not joined 
yet, please do. 

Mr Evans, our headmaster, spoke 
about the Moses Project charity and 
why we are trying to help the Maasai 
school. Lots of people joined the 200 
Club, but we need more. 

The Moses Project has already 
replaced the mud hut old school at 
Endonyiosidai and has built new stone 
schoolrooms, and last year we all col¬ 
lected pens, pencils, crayons, pencil 
cases and rubbers and sent them to the 
school. 

We also learnt about wind energy 
and how to build a windmill. This 
month, Llyr Owen’s cousin Steffan 
James from Cardiff ran the Barcelona 
marathon, and he raised £195 for us. 

This week we are starting the ‘lOK 
for Kenya’ sponsored run, when we 
are all going to run Ik every Tuesday 
for the next 10 weeks, and we will 
collect sponsorship. 

We have sent letters telling our 
Maasai friends about the fundraising 
events we have, and their teacher, 
Moses Kipaliash, has written back 
saying that having electricity will 
completely change their school for 
ever. 

We have had a letter from Colin 
Jackson saying how proud he is of us 
doing the sponsored run and we hope 
lots of people will sponsor us. 

We will keep you posted on how 
we are getting along.

BARRY MAN JAILED 
FOR SEX OFFENCES 


A BARRY man has been 
jailed for four years at 
Cardiff Crown Court for 
sex offences. 

Mitchell Timmins (24) unem¬ 
ployed of Barry had been found 
guilty of two charges of sexual 
activity with a child. 

He was found not guilty of 
three charges of sexual activity 
with a child. 

Prosecutor Martin Kelly said 
the offences occurred in the 
Barry area some years ago. 

Timmins denied that he had 
done anything inappropriate. 

The mother of the victim said 
in an impact statement that the 
girl was afraid she would bump 
into Timmins. 

Timmins’ counsel Heath 
Edwards said: “There is no sug-

gestion there has been any har- 
rassment and he has not tried to 
seek the girl out.” 

He said his parents had been 
acutely anxious at his predica¬ 
ment. 

“He is a man who can be con¬ 
structive and who can show 
commitment. The court should 
not wash their hands of him.” 

Judge Christopher 

Llewellyn-Jones said Timmins 
touched the girl’s breasts, 
which caused her to ‘freeze’ and 
not know what to do.” 


Such conduct said the judge, 
was not indicated in Timmins’ 
background. 

“I am of the view that you are 
not, at the moment, a danger to 
the public but the offences were 
caused by drink and arrogance 
and it falls at the lower end for 
such offences.” 

Timmins was ordered upon 
his release to register as a sex 
offender for life; he was also 
banned from working with chil¬ 
dren for life, and a restraining 
order was made, preventing 
Timmins from contacting the 
victim.

High cost of 
vandalism at Vale 
public toilets 


VANDALS have 
done so much dam¬ 
age to public toilets 
in the Vale that 
there is a possibility 
that some may have 
to be closed. 

That was the stark 
warning from a senior 
council officer after 
adding up the cost of 
the latest spate of 
attacks. 

The Vale Council has 
reported that in the last 
four months, thousands 
of pounds of damage 
has been done to public 
conveniences - and 
matters are now being 
investigated by the 
police. 

Facilities at 

Porthkerry Country 
Park; Harbour Road, 
Barry Island; 

Cowbridge Town Hall; 
Poundfield Shopping 
Centre, Llantwit Major 
and, most recently, the 
car park facilities at 
Cliff Parade, Penarth, 
were affected - with 
thousands of pounds 
worth of damage caused 
at some facilities and 
hundreds at others. 

The operational 
manager for waste 
management and 
cleansing, Clifford 
Parish, said: “We are 
appalled that these 
mindless actions have

caused such damage, 
expense and inconven¬ 
ience to our residents 
and tax payers. 

“While repair work 
was carried out facili¬ 
ties had to temporarily 
close. Regrettably, due 
to funding, the baby 
changing unit in the 
male toilet at Llantwit 
Major cannot be 
replaced. 

“If this selfish 
defacement persists, I 
fear it is only a matter 
of time before some 
public facilities will 
have to close. 

“While this would be 
a last resort our resi¬ 
dents and visitors have 
to realise that this is a 
distinct possibility. We 
would urge the public 
to be vigilant and 
report any crimes tak¬ 


ing place to the police. 

“A description, name 
or a registration num¬ 
ber could lead to a suc¬ 
cessful prosecution.” 

During February 
and March, two public 
facilities were specifi¬ 
cally targeted for their 
copper piping. 

To get to it, criminals 
smashed three doors, 
ripped off taps, 
smashed cisterns and 
caused water damage 
that resulted in thou¬ 
sands of pounds worth 
of damage - all for an 
amount of copper that 
would result in a few 
pounds pay off. 

The council is now 
urging the public to 
report any suspicious 
activity to South Wales 
Police immediately. 
Environmental crime 
also includes spoiling 
public toilets with graf¬ 
fiti.

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Standing up for families, communities, 
and local business as Budget cuts bite 



rose to his feet yes¬ 
terday (Wednesday) 
to give his Budget 
statement, we knew 
what changes would 
be coming through 
from his June 2010 
budget and the 
October Spending 
Review, which dealt 
us a difficult finan¬ 
cial settlement in 
Wales for the next 
three years. 

Arguably, the hit on 
household income lev¬ 
els is having as great an 
impact on economic 
recovery as well as on 
the financial and social 
circumstances of fami¬ 
lies, particularly those 
who are in low income 
households. 

The reality is that 
decisions the 
Chancellor made last 
year that are now being 
implemented, amount 
to a total reduction in 
household income of an 
average of almost £700 
per year per household 
in Wales. 

The adverse impact 
on household income in 
Wales is expected to 
reduce consumer 
spending, negatively 
impacting on Welsh 
businesses. It must be 
remembered that as 
incomes are lower in 
Wales, this adverse 
impact is expected to 
hit households harder 
than the average across 


the UK. The VAT 
increase is already 
impacting on low 
incomes in particular - 
not good for fa mi lies or 
good for business in 
Wales, and the econo¬ 
my was shrinking 
before the January VAT 
increase. 

The changes 
announced last June 
and October by the UK 
Government included 
cuts to the UK benefit 
system amounting to 
£18 billion by 2014-15. 

The independent 
Institute of Fiscal 
Studies has found these 
changes to be regres¬ 
sive, showing that fami¬ 
lies with children will 
be the biggest losers. 

The IFS forecast that 
child poverty across the 
UK will increase as a 
result of these changes 
which are now being 
implemented. 

Wales has a higher 
proportion of the popu¬ 
lation that receives wel¬ 
fare benefits than across 
the UK as a whole. 

Cuts in benefits will be 
felt with greater force 
in Wales. 

In addition, as aver¬ 
age incomes are lower 
in Wales than in the 
UK, these benefit cuts 
will have a greater 
impact on poorer peo¬ 
ple in Wales than across 
the UK as a whole and 
within Wales, the 
impact will be concen¬ 
trated on disadvantaged 
groups and communi¬ 
ties. 

To give a practical 


example, from this 
April, changes to 
Housing Benefit (Local 
Housing Allowance) 
will result in the vast 
majority of claimants in 
Wales losing £9 per 
week. 

Shelter says that this 
will lead to poverty and 
homelessness and the 
costs of homelessness 
are considerable for 
local authorities. 

If we look at the 
main reason for home¬ 
lessness last year, finan¬ 
cial problems were the 
major factor-rent 
arrears, housing benefit 
problems and mortgage 
arrears. 

In the Vale, the 
greater majority of 
homeless people are 
women and vulnerable 
young people. 

For young people, 
youth unemployment is 
rising to nearly the mil¬ 
lion mark across the 
UK. 

Before the Budget on 
Wednesday, I said I 
would like the 
Chancellor to think 
again about cuts to pub¬ 
lic spending and bene¬ 
fits which are too rapid 
and too deep. 

But I also said that 
he needs to act now 
with a clear plan for 
growth and jobs, 
including capital invest¬ 
ment which is vital to 
the construction indus¬ 
try and the wide econo¬ 
my to prevent a slide 
back into recession.

capital funding by 40 
per cent over the next 
three years with no sign 
of reversal from this 
budget. 

On Wednesday, I 
met with partners in the 
construction industry at 
a Constructing 
Excellence Wales event, 
where we discussed the 
path that we are taking 
in Wales - so different 
from that in England, 
maintaining investment 
in schools, hospitals 
and transport by care¬ 
fully managing our 
finances, resulting in 
the extra £105m 


announced last week as 
part of a £L3bn capital 
programme for Wales. 

Last week, I also met 
people who told me the 
free bus pass was their 
only means of transport 
because they couldn’t 
afford to fill their tanks 
with petrol.

Ed was brought up in 
Marcross and first expe¬ 
rienced symptoms of a 
brain tumour in 2001.

The tumour proved to 
be inoperable, and Ed 
embarked on a long 
series of treatments. 

His experiences 
prompted him to set up 
the foundation in 2006, 
primarily to thank the 
hospital staff who had 
treated him during 
courses of chemotherapy 
and radiotherapy. 

Sadly, Ed lost his bat¬ 
tle a year after setting up 
the foundation, but 
friends and family con¬ 
tinue its work to this 
day.

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June curtain-raising ceremony will 
welcome the Eisteddfod to the Vale 


MORE details have 
been released about 
the scale of the 
project involved in 
bringing the 
National Eisteddfod 
to the Vale in 2012. 

These emerged at last 
week’s meeting of the 
Vale Council cabinet. 
The Eisteddfod will be 
hosted in th Vale 
between August 4 and 
August 11. 

The report considered 
by the cabinet revealed 
that the site in Llandow 
will cover an area of 
120 acres, and is in the 
ownership of a number 
of landowners. 

The cost of staging 
the Eisteddfod is esti¬ 
mated at £3.6m of which 
25 per cent is con¬ 
tributed by the Welsh 
Assembly Government 
(WAG). 

The site would 
accommodate the Maes, 
as well as car parking, a 
caravan site, camping 
and the Youth Maes. 

The report says that 
the event is seen as a 
major opportunity for 
the council, and as a 
result a working party 
has been established to 
liaise with Eisteddfod 
organisers in making 
arrangements. 

It will also look at 
ways of raising the pro¬ 
file of the area. 

One event that will be 
a ‘curtain raiser’ is a 
‘Proclamation 
Ceremony’ which will 
be held on June 25 this 
year in either Cowbridge 
or Barry. 


This ceremony will 
“formally announce” the 
intention to hold the 
Eisteddfod at Llandow 
in 2012 and will involve 
a public procession, as 
well as a formal event 
centred on an area 
around specially con¬ 
structed Gorsedd Stones. 

The report says that 
discussions are taking 
place about a suitable 
location but the event 
itself will be organised 
by the Eisteddfod. 

A civic procession 
may also be involved. 

When it comes to 
2012, the Council will 
be closely involved in 
developing a transport 
and access strategy for 
the site. 

The report says that 
meetings have already 
been held but an “action 
plan” needs to be agreed 
in order to ensure safe 
arrangements for traffic 
and pedestrians during 
the Eisteddfod - and 
during the preparatory 
works that are required. 

This might well 
involve Traffic Orders, 
road closures, identifica¬ 
tion of pedestrian routes 
and shuttle buses to the 
main towns and railway 
stations. Regional access 
issues will also be 
addressed. 

The report says that 
the majority of the work 
to be carried out by the 
Vale Council will be 
within existing budgets 
and responsibilities. At 
some stage, however, the 
corporate cost of the 
council’s activities will 
need to be identified.

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The bulk of costs is 
met by the Eisteddfod 
themselves, and a contri¬ 
bution is made via the 
WLGA as the local 
authority contribution 
towards organising 
Eisteddfods at specific 
locations every year. 

PROCLAMATION 

Shortly before The 
GEM went to press, the 
National Eisteddfod 
committee issued a 
statement saying that 
the proclamation cere¬ 
mony would take place 
in Barry on June 25, in 
the Memorial Gardens. 

A spokeswoman said: 
“According to tradition 
the intention to stage an 
Eisteddfod must be 
announced at least one 
year and a day before 
the actual Eisteddfod. 

“The Gorsedd of the 
Bards, along with repre¬ 
sentatives from local 
schools, institutions and 
societies, will march 
through the town centre 
on their way to the 
proclamation ceremony, 
which will be held at the 
Memorial Gardens in 
Barry.” 

She continued: “The 
Vale of Glamorgan’s link 
with the Gorsedd of the 
Bards is, of course, a 
strong one 

“The Gorsedd of 
Bards is an association 
whose members consists 
of poets, writers, musi¬ 
cians, artists and individ¬ 
uals who have made a 
distinguished contribu¬ 
tion to the Welsh nation. 

“It also includes many 
well known figures in 
Welsh life, such as 
actors loan Gruffydd and 
Mathew Rhys, rugby 
players Gareth Edwards 
and leuan Evans, crick¬ 
eter Robert Croft, 

Rowan Williams, 
Archbishop of 
Canterbury, opera star 
Bryn Terfel and broad¬ 
caster Angharad Mair, to 
name only a few. 

“The Gorsedd mem¬ 
bers are knows as 
Druids, although it must 
be stressed that there is 
no connection between 
the association and 
druidism as a religion. 

“The Gorsedd of the 
Bards was the creative 
invention of lolo 
Morganwg, raised in 
Elemingstone in the 
Vale, one of Wales’ most 
famous and eccentric 
scholars. He felt that it 
should be made known 
that the Welsh were the 
direct descendants of 
Celtic culture and her¬ 
itage. 

“lolo Morganwg went 
as far as to link the 
Welsh with the ancient 
druids, who were the 
guardians of the Celtic 
civilisations before the 
Romans and the Saxons 
came to Britain. He 
was even known to have 
forged documents in a 
bid to substantiate his 
claims.” 

A prominent part will 
be played by girls from 
numerous Vale schools 
when they perform the 
Elower Dance for the 
first time.

Some people are 
intimidated by the idea 
of going to ‘health and 
fitness’ clubs and com¬ 
mitting themselves to 
year-long memberships, 
but Jennie emphasised 
that at Fontygary every¬ 
thing is very relaxed. 

“We have people aged 
from 16-85 who use the 
facilities. 

“People don’t have 
contracts to sign and can 
use them daily or 
monthly. 

“Tying people in dur¬ 
ing the present climate 
is not fair and we aim to 



be flexible and afford¬ 
able - there are even 
student rates to help 
those who may be back 
in the area for a short 
period like a couple of 
months. 

“The pool is open to 
the public seven days a 
week.” 

The leisure park 
involvement in the com¬ 
munity has extended to 
aiding the recovery of 
injured soldiers and sup¬ 
porting Help for Heroes, 
a cause close to the 
heart of leisure park 
owner Tim Mcllveen, 
who served in the army. 

Jennie explained: “We 
have physio sessions in 
the pool for recuperating 
soldiers such as para¬ 
troopers back from 
Afghanistan. 

“There were problems 
with the ceiling of the 



pool at St Athan and we 
were pleased to help 
them out with a special 
deal.” 

Tim had the original 
idea for the ‘Expedition 
to Helmand’, in which 
St Mary Church vil¬ 
lagers and other local 
volunteers combined to 
raise almost £30,000 for 
Help for Heroes. 

The volunteers, 
including staff from the 
leisure park, walked to 
‘Helmand’ on treadmills 
arranged by Tim. 

Fontygary Leisure 
Park has been a part of 
the Vale community for 
more than 50 years and 
has a dedicated staff of 
40 people to look after 
visitors. 

But people should 
also be aware of the 
family events going on 
every week. Again peo¬ 
ple don’t have to be 
members. 

There’s a family 
friendly bar with 
karaoke on Friday and 
Saturday evenings; a 
quiet bar downstairs 
where people can enjoy 
a drink and watch big

day lets can be pur¬ 
chased in reception area. 

So the message is 
clear: if you want some¬ 
where to go and relax 
with the family, or get fit 
this year, Fontygary 
Leisure Park should be 
at the top of your list!

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LEADER SAYS THAT PAY LEVELS ARE INDEPENDENTLY REVIEWED 


TWO LOCAL COUNCILS PAY OUT 
£1.5M TO 12 SENIOR OFFICERS 


REPORT by JAYNE ISAAC 


THE salaries and 
employment pack¬ 
ages of just 12 
officers working 
for Bridgend and 
Vale borough 
councils cost the 
taxpayers of those 
two areas a total 
of more than 
£1.5m in the 
Rnancial year 
2009-10. 

Each council 
employs six people 
whose packages exceed 
£100,000. These 
include pension contri¬ 
butions from the coun¬ 
cils as employers and 
also, in Bridgend’s 
case, benefits in kind. 

The total bill for 
Bridgend County 
Borough Council 
(BCBC) for employing 
the six chief officers 
comes to £784,000, 
while in the Vale 
Council, the amount for 
the six is £818,000. 

The figures, which 
have been compiled by 
the Taxpayers’ Alliance 
from the council’s own 
annual accounts, show 
that out of all the local 
authorities in Wales, 
Bridgend and the Vale 
are only behind Cardiff, 
which employs 15 peo¬ 
ple on that pay scale, 
and two other councils 
- Rhondda Cynon Taf 
and Torfaen, which 
employ seven. 

Bridgend also had 
seven for part of the 
financial year 2009-10, 
for which these figures 


prelate, but axed the 
Director of Corporate 
Services post in 
February 2010. 

Bridgend and the 
Vale are on a par with 
Blaenau Gwent, 
Carmarthenshire, 
Flintshire, Neath Port 
Talbot, Newport, 
Pembrokeshire and 
Swansea, which all 
have six officers whose 
remuneration packages 
exceed £100,000. 

But they are well 
ahead of many other 
councils which employ 
fewer on those pay 
scales. Ceredigion has 
only one while 
Anglesey, Conwy and 
Merthyr Tydfil have 
two and Powys has 
three. The rest have 
either four or five. 

At Bridgend, two of 
the chief officers are 
paid salaries of £99,646 
- which is below the 
threshold used by gov¬ 
ernment and others to 
assess levels of chief 
officers salaries being 
paid. 

But in both cases, 
benefits in ki nd 
amounting to over 
£6,000 take their remu¬ 
neration over that 
threshold. 

Chief executive Jo 
Farrar is the top earner 
at the authority with a 
total package of 
£170,310. Her actual 
salary is £131,251 but 
there are further bene¬ 
fits in kind of £11,101 
and pension contribu¬ 
tions of £27,529. Her 
package decreased by 
0.3 per cent over the 


previous year with a 
drop in actual cash of 
£500. 

Her opposite number 
at the Vale Council - 
John Maitland Evans - 
took a 10 per cent cut 
over this period, 
amounting to £20,000. 

His package in 2008- 
09 was £199,181 but 
this fell to £179,126 for 
2009-10 - the latest 
year for which these 
figures are available. 

His package for the 
year is broken down as 
£146,417 salary and 
£31,480 pension. There 
are no benefits in kind. 

The highest paid 
director in Bridgend is 
Hilary Anthony, who 
runs the Children’s 
Directorate. Her pack¬ 
age was worth 
£130,027 in 2009-10, 
made up of salary of 
£104,068, benefits in 
kind of £3,740 and pen¬ 
sion of £21,854. 

Louise Fradd, who is 
corporate director of 
Communities has a 
package worth 
£127,875, up 2.4 per 
cent on the previous 
year. 

Her salary is £99,646 
with benefits in kind of 
another £7,037 and 
pension contributions a 
further £20,926. 

Abigail Harris, who 


AFTER nine years, 
the Cowbridge par¬ 
ents involved in 
Stuart’s Campaign 
have finally seen 
one of their key 
arguments pass into 
law.

Dave MacGregor, 
who is assistant chief 
executive for corporate 
development, had a 2.3 
per cent increase, tak¬ 
ing his package to 
£112,926. His salary 
was £86,582 with bene¬ 
fits in kind of £7,861 
and pension contribu¬ 
tions of £18,182. 

In the Vale, most of 
the chief officers have 
packages of £129,000 
plus. 

Peter Evans, director 
of legal, public protec¬ 
tion and housing, gets a 
salary of £105,280 with 


Jones told The GEM: 
“It has been nine years 
since the accident, so 
this legislation has 
taken a long time - and 
there is still going to be 
a three-year period 
before it becomes 
mandatory in 2014.

The Vale’s director 
of social services, 

Philip Evans, gets a

salary of £101,647 and 
pensions contributions

All of these figures 
relate to the year 2009- 

10. The new figures for 
the financial year 2010- 

11, which ends at the 
beginning of April, are 
not yet available. 

The GEM asked both 
councils to comment on 
their chief officers’ 
remuneration packages. 

Vale Council leader 
Gordon Kemp said that 
chief officers’ salaries 
were reviewed by inde¬ 
pendent employment 
specialists in 2004. 

He went on: “In the 
council’s budget for 
2010-11, we committed 
to reducing the salary 
bill for our senior man¬ 
agers by more than 
£500,000 in the next 
two years. 

“Phase one has been 
implemented and this 


saw the loss of seven 
senior manager posts at 
head of service and 
operational manager 
levels, a percentage cut 
that far exceeds the pro¬ 
portionate cut across 
the rest of the council’s 
workforce.” 

He said that no chief 
officer received a 
national pay award in 
2009-10 or subsequent¬ 
ly. The pay freeze will 
continue for some time. 

He added: “Councils 
are the most transparent 
organisations. Not all 
public bodies publish 
senior management 
salaries to the same 
extent as us. 

“There needs to be a 
more even-handed way 
of handling senior 
salary issues across the 
public sector as a 
whole, which I readily 
accept should be in the 
public domain and sub¬ 
ject to scrutiny.” 

A BCBC spokesman 


had this to say: 
“Bridgend County 
Borough Council fea¬ 
tures one of the small¬ 
est corporate manage¬ 
ment teams in Wales. 

“We have three sen¬ 
ior officers on a salary 
range of up to £104,000 
and one on a salary 
range of up to 
£131,000. 

“It is important to 
remember the size and 
scope of the council. 
The authority is the 
largest employer in the 
area and provides vital 
services that have an 
effect on the lives of 
every resident. 

“As such, the council 
has to compete with 
private business in 
attracting the best can¬ 
didates who can under¬ 
take the responsibilities 
required by senior roles 
and ensure that local 
communities receive 
high quality services.”

T he name 
Richard

mean little, but fans 
of Channel 4 sitcom 
The IT Crowd will 
know him as that 
show’s uber-geek 
Moss.

play from the source 
novel as well as direct¬ 
ing, and he doesn’t put a 
foot wrong in either role. 

The film’s energy and 
pace comes from the 
direction that mines 
Ayoade’s love of French 
New Wave cinema as 
well as his own idiosyn¬ 
cratic visual style. His 
ability to zero in on the 
minutiae of teenage life 
is excellent, but it is the 
use of different film 
stocks to give the film a 
unique look, as well as 
clever editing tech¬ 
niques, that really high¬ 
light his prowess behind 
the camera. 

Ayoade wears his 
influences broadly, but 
turns them into some¬ 
thing that feels wholly 
his own, with the com¬ 
parisons to American 
director Wes Anderson 
(The Royal Tenenbaums) 
deserved He shows a 
level of confidence that 
is rare for a first outing, 
and it pervades every 
frame of the film. 

The casting is pitch- 
perfect as well, with 
newcomer Craig Roberts 
absolutely outstanding as 
the lead. He carries the 


film with an air of matu¬ 
rity that is at odds with 
his youthful appearance, 
but nails the ‘old-beforc¬ 
his years’ Oliver. It is a 
stunning performance 
from the actor and one 
that fits the film’s tone 
beautifully. 

Opposite him, Yasmin 
Paige is a perfect coun¬ 
terpoint to Oliver’s char¬ 
acter, the mischievous 
nature of the character 
being realised wonder¬ 
fully well by Paige’s 
performance. They 
make for the most 
unsuitable, yet wonder¬ 
fully matched coupling, 
and offer a subtle tender¬ 
ness. 

The supporting cast 
all excel, from Noah

Accolade for Age Concern 


AGE CONCERN

F ourteen ramblers 
and dogs Jodie and Jas 
joined Joy for a trip up 
to Monmouth, where the 
Rivers Monnow and Wye con¬ 
verge. 

The Normans were settlers until 
1250, but this border town had two 
famous sons as King Henry V and 
Charles Rolls a motoring pioneer, 
who with Henry Royce created the 
Rolls Royce Silver Ghost, were both 
bom there. 

Passing the Monmouth Rowing 
Club, the group headed across the 
Wye Bridge and climbed to the 
Kymin, at around 800 feet above sea 
level. 

The group stopped for morning 
coffee in front of the Roundhouse, a 
white tower similar to a folly with a 
battlement roof, constmcted in 1794 
and paid for by the gentlemen of 
Monmouth from the Kymin Club. 

Vice Admiral Nelson with Lady 
Hamilton visited Monmouth in 1802 
and enjoyed not only the views, but 


also breakfast at the Roundhouse. 

He, like the group, visited the near¬ 
by Naval Temple, constmcted in 1800 
after the British naval victory at the 
Battle of the Nile in 1798. It recog¬ 
nised 16 British Admirals who had 
victories at sea and their names are on 
the building which is topped by the 
figure of Britannia. 

Joining Offa’s Dyke path, they 
reached Upper Redbrook and on to 
the village of Newland. 

Newland dates back to Edward 1 
and the 13th century All Saints 
Church, also known as the ‘Cathedral 
of the Eorest’ dominates the village. 

In Lower Redbrook, the copper 
works used ore brought from 
Cornwall and was worked until 1740 
when it closed down. 

At Redbrook, the group took 
advantage of seats in the park near 
the river bridge crossing to the Boat 
Inn, which is on the Welsh side of the 
Wye, before joining the Wye Valley 
Walk.

‘Urban trees’ proposed 


A Barry councillor is propos¬ 
ing that an ‘urban tree 
scheme’ should be adopted in 
the town and other communi¬ 
ties in the Vale. 

The idea is not only to make the 
local environment more pleasant for 
people, but to make use of extra ‘serv¬ 
ices’ that trees provide. 

Conn Rob Curtis explained: “I 
believe that street or urban trees make 
our communities a better and more 
pleasant places in which to live and 
raise families. 

“They benefit our towns and vil¬ 
lages in a number of ways. 

“They filter polluted air and absorb 
traffic noise. They moderate the local 
climate by slowing and absorbing 
wind and storm water. They are also 
critical in cooling the ‘urban heat’ dur¬ 
ing the summer months.” 

Conn Curtis also said that the pres¬ 
ence of street trees can have a positive 


effect on the incidents of asthma, skin 
cancer and many stress related illness¬ 
es. 

He also pointed out that average 
house prices can be up to 18 per cent 
higher where property is associated 
with mature trees. 

“Urban or street trees also provide 
vital nesting, shelter and food for birds 
and other wild animals thus helping to 
support bio-diversity. 

“To pay for the planting and nurtur¬ 
ing of existing and newly planted 
trees, the council should investigate a 
scheme to allow the sponsoring of 
them by individuals, businesses and 
voluntary organisations. 

“People could sponsor the planting 
of a tree as a celebration, as a living 
memorial or as a ‘green gift’ that 
would help communities in the Vale.” 

Coun Curtis is putting forward his 
proposal to a council scrutiny commit¬ 
tee.

AFTER years of 
letting city schools

In the final league fix¬ 
ture and championships, 
held at Trelai Park on a 
dry day but with a chilly 
breeze, all that changed. 

As expected, year-9 
Kate Seary was in a 
class of her own in the 
opening race, cantering 
away from her two Vale 
rivals, Kate Coker 
(Stanwell) and Erin 
Hayes (Llantwit), to 
complete an unbeaten 
season and also taking 
the individual champi¬ 
onship and the league 
points title. 

Her Whitchurch team 
was expected to claim a 
league and champi¬ 
onships title double but, 
on the day, the north 
Cardiff school fielded an 
usually small team, and 
their chances nose dived. 
Cardiff High just pipped 
Cowbridge by a single 
point to claim the cham¬ 
pionship title, with 
Llantwit in third spot. 

In the league, Cardiff 
High again headed the 
placings, but the second 
place by the Cowbridge 
girls meant that they 
took the league honours. 

For the third time this 
season, the determined 
running from Seren Allin 
(Cowbridge) saw off the 
challenge from Caitlin 
Xerri (Cardiff High) to 


take the league points 
title and the champi¬ 
onships. 

The Stanwell front 
runners have been in 
good form this winter 
and emulated their boys 
by taking the four to 
score championship title 
from Llanishen and 
Howells. 

In the six-to score 
league competition, the 
Howells squad produced 
its best performance of 
the season to claim the 
30 league points.

Peacock (Men’s Open), 
Saint Petray (Restricted) 
and Banagher (Maiden 
Division Two). 

Racegoers stayed 


behind after Mathias’s 
sixth winner to congratu¬ 
late him and some even 
asked him to autograph 
their racecards! 

Local and national 
press photographers took 
pictures of him when he 
returned to the winners’ 
enclosure after his sixth 
and final winner, and the 
atmosphere was electric. 

In the long history of 
the sport, no other rider 
has ridden six winners 
between-the-flags on any 
one day - only a few 
have managed to achieve 
five-timers. 

Only two of the 11 
entries faced the starter

Jordon Williams, aged 
12, riding Tommy’s Girl 
the outsider of three in 
the 14.2hh pony race, 
made nearly all the run¬ 
ning to beat the odds-on 
favourite Springs. 

Jordon, a pupil of 
Rhymney 

Comprehensive School, 
who likes looking after 
the sheep on his grandfa¬ 
ther Bernard Llewellyn’s 
Bargoed farm, has hopes 
of becoming a flat racing 
jockey. 

The 13.2hh pony race 
was won by Lorcan 
Williams (aged 11), no 
relation to Jordon 
Williams, on his chest¬ 
nut mare Pennway Tap 
Dance, who also made 
all the running after 
being backed from 3-1 
to off the boards.

ABERTHIN’S Tim 
Vaughan made a bold 
bid to saddle his first 
Cheltenham Festival 
winner last week, but 
unfortunately he 
ended up in the place 
reserved for the run¬ 
ner-up on three occa¬ 
sions. 

On the Wednesday, 
his Beshabar was given 
a cracking ride by Tom 
David in the four-mile 
National Hunt Chase 
Challenge Cup but the 5- 
1 favourite Chicago 
Grey, who ironically had 
brought down Beshabar 
in a race at Cheltenham 


in November, proved too 
speedy on the run-in and 
won by four and a half 
lengths. 

Then, in the 
Wetherby’s Champion 
Bumper (Standard NH 
Flat Race) - the final 
race on the card - Tim’s 
66-1 oViXsidex Destroyer 
Deployed under Aidan 
Coleman finished run¬ 
ner-up to the Peter 
Hobbs-trained 
Cheltenian by five 
lengths. 

The following day, 
Tim ran his Nemo Spirit 
in the St Patrick’s Day 
Derby (charity race) and 
ridden by Rodger 
Sargent, this six-year-old 
finished second to the 
Henry Cecil-trained Hot¬ 
pot Plato partnered by 
Loma Fowler. 

To train a horse to fin¬ 
ish in the first three at 
the Cheltenham Festival 
is meeting is an achieve¬ 
ment in itself, so Tim 
should not be too disap¬ 
pointed that he didn’t 
quite make the winner’s 
enclosure on this occa¬ 
sion.

Can Wales get up to speed 
before the autumn leaves fall? 


S O there you have it, another frus¬ 
trating, up-and-down Six Nations 
campaign that in the case of Wales, 
began in cautious optimism at Cardiff, 
flickered into life in Edinburgh and 
Rome, and ended with barely a whim¬ 
per in Paris. 

Sandwiched in between the opening 26-19 
loss to England and last Saturday’s 28-9 defeat 
to France, were the three victories over 
Scotland (24-6), Italy (24-16), and Ireland (19- 
13), that had put Wales in with an outside 
chance of snaffling the championship when 
England’s Grand Slam dream was ruthlessly 
snuffed out in Dublin. 

Indeed, when the Welsh players ran out at 
Parc des Princes on Saturday evening, they 
already knew that the Irish team they had nar¬ 
rowly overcome just a week before, had man¬ 
fully regrouped to defeat Martin Johnson’s 
tournament favourites far more comprehen¬ 
sively than the 24-8 final score suggested. 

What greater incentive could there have 
been for Wales to follow Ireland’s inspired 
example and come out with all guns blazing 
against a new-look French side drastically 
revamped following their coach’s scathing crit¬ 
icism in the wake of losing for the first time 
ever to wooden spoonists Italy? 

Now was the time to seize the moment and 
make a heroic attempt to close the yawning 27- 
point gap to the championship title - or at 
least round off the Six Nations on a tri¬

umphant note in the last meaningful match 
before the Rugby World Cup in the autumn. 

Instead, in the space of 80 minutes, Wales 
slumped from second place in the table, to 
their now seemingly entrenched fourth spot, as 
they failed to rise to the challenge against an 
unremarkable French team that had little 
more to do than snap up the easy opportuni¬ 
ties handed to them on a plate by basic Welsh 
shortcomings. 

Wales had in fact drawn first blood inside 
two minutes when outside half James Hook 
kicked the first of his three penalties which 
would represent his side’s total score. 

Morgan Parra replied with two penalty 
kicks and man-of-the-match Lionel Nallet 
ended the first half with the first of his two 
gifted tries to make the score at the change¬ 
over II-3. 

When play resumed. Hook struck his third 
and final penalty, but any lingering hopes of a 
Welsh fightback vanished with Nallet’s second 
try when he charged down Hook’s attempted 
clearance, followed by a Parra penalty and a 
converted try while the unfortunate Hook was 
in the sin bin for a highly-debatable ‘danger¬ 
ous tackle’. 

He was replaced by Stephen Jones and 
(again somewhat belatedly), scrum half 
Dwayne Peel came off the replacements bench 
to inject more urgency and pace into Welsh 


efforts, but by then the battle and any linger¬ 
ing chance of the championship was lost. 

One can only wonder if the outcome may 
have been different if he and Hook had had 
more time together to make an impact earlier 
in the match. 

Afterwards, a clearly angry head coach 
Warren Gatland pointed a finger at his play¬ 
ers, saying; ^^They just didn’t turn up... The 
team was not in the right mental frame of 
mind.” 

Surely, though, if that was the case, the 
coaches should not be totally absolved of 
responsibility for the team’s lack of prepared¬ 
ness? 

One wonders if bizarre off the field prob¬ 
lems in the Welsh camp had been a contributo¬ 
ry factor? Defence coach Shaun Edwards had 
been omitted from the party travelling to Paris 
on disciplinary grounds, following an alterca¬ 
tion with a backroom colleague. 

This may well have been an unwelcome dis¬ 
traction for the players just when everyone in 
the back room should have been singing from 
the same song sheet before such a crucial 
game... 

One can only hope that it was an isolated 
incident and not symptomatic of underlying 
problems in the Welsh camp during the run-in 
to yet another Rugby World Cup. 

We’ve all been down that road before! 


Be that as it may, the Welsh camp surely has 
some serious on-field thinking to do, with so 
little time left to the start of the World Cup in 
the autumn. 

Not least is the underlying core approach to 
a style of play which at present puts the main 
emphasis on muscular defence and tight con¬ 
trol, rather than a more fiuid, instinctive game 
played at pace. 

The need for a rock-solid platform is of 
course undeniable (particularly in this age of 
giants!) given well-chronicled past weaknesses, 
but it cannot be an end in itself. 

Moreover, in the process Welsh individual 
flair is now at risk of becoming an endangered 
species - along with what I would call ^the art 
of the unexpected’ in which so many great 
Welsh players of the past naturally excelled. 

Sadly, the present approach (with rare 
exceptions, epitomised by the mercurial Shane 
Williams) rarely contains that subtle element 
of surprise - and potent speed of hand and 
foot which was once a distinguishing feature of 
Welsh play. 

There is no question that the present-day 
squad of players are potentially every bit as 
talented as their forebears, but the sum is not 
always equal to the parts and frustrating 
inconsistency continues to be a major concern 
for the Welsh camp. 

They now have a handful of summer warm-up 
games in which to put this right before world 
rugby’s most testing knockout competition gets 
under way Down Under.
